Bitanga, a mother whose children attended a Tae 
Kwon Do school with Tekle in the late 90s, recalled 
how the little girl with an incredible smile would team 
up with her sisters and peers to perform at the school’s 
annual talent shows.

“She’d always be laughing because she would 
always look over her shoulder, trying to figure out what 
the next dance move is,” Bitanga said with laughter. 
“It’s hilarious because she’s always laughing trying to

So when Bitanga discovered that the Sacramento 
State sophomore had died after a stray bullet was shot 
during an alleged gang dispute, she was heartbroken.

that one of my kids got hurt,” said Bitanga, who said 
Tekle was part of a close-knit family at Manila Tae

“The kids were just shocked. It’s something they 
don’t take very lightly because it’s family to them,’’ she 
said. 

“It’s sad that she’s gone. It’s hard to believe. She 
was loved. She was still remembered by us.” 

The university held a memorial service to honor 
Tekle’s life on May 9. There, family and friends urged 
those who knew Tekle to cherish their memories of her.

A 23-year-old man arrested in connection to 
the fatal shooting of a Sacramento State student 
was arraigned Monday on one felony count of 
homicide. 

David Allen Falls, dressed in an orange jump- 
suit and standing in a holding cell at Sacramento 
Superior Court, didn’t say much in his first court 
appearance. Falls acknowledged he was aware of 
the charge against him. Asked if he wanted to be 
defended by the District Attorney’s Office, Falls 
replied, “Yes, sir,’ and was then told his next court 
appearance before exiting the courtroom. 

Sacramento Police arrested Falls late 
Thursday on suspicious of killing Kebret Tekle, 
a sophomore and member of the Alpha Kappa 
Alpha sorority. 

The shooting occurred May 3 outside the 
Library Eats and Drinks bar. on Folsom

Boulevard. According to police, Tekle was sit- 
ting inside her car when a stray bullet hit her. She 
died later that day at UC Davis Medical Center. 

Linda Parisi, head of the public defender’s 
major crimes unit, said Falls, if convicted, could 
face a sentence of 50 years to life for homicide 
using a gun. 

Friends and family filled the courtroom at the 
arraignment. Four women sitting in the front row 
near the holding cell, including sisters Sessen and 
Shewit Tekle, wore T-shirts with the victim’s face. 
The words “Pretty runs in the family” and “R.LP. 
beautiful sister Kebret” were printed above and 
below the image, respectively. 

Family and friends for Tekle and Falls 
declined to speak with the media after the 
arraignment, but the Tekle family released a 
statement thanking the media and the campus 
community for respecting its privacy.

Jesus Andrade fills all those roles and will gradu- 
ate on May 26 with a degree in philosophy from Sac 
State. Andrade has been a student at Sac State for six 
years, president of ASI for four months and i is a father 


of three boys. 


“(D could rule a country, have all the money in the 
world, but being a dad is a blessing because you never 


really grow up saying you want to be a dad,” Andrade 
said, 

He said his role as a father has helped him in all 
aspects of his life such as education, leadership roles 
and not giving up on his dreams. 

“They are the reason I just get up in the morning 
and get things done,” he said. 

Born in Stockton, Andrade said he never thought 
about going to college until his senior year at Franklin 
High School. 

He said he spent most of high school being the 
quarterback for the football team and was never 
involved with student novus ot in high school. 
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The University Police Department is investigating 
racial writings directed toward President Alexander 
Gonzalez reported on April 25 on the men’s bathroom 
wall on the third floor of Sequoia Hall, said Lt. Dan 
Davis. 

The racial writings included 
derogatory terms toward Hispanics 
like “beaner’” and phrases like, 
“back across the border.” 

Gonzalez said this type of 
behavior likely stems from the ten- 
sion that has. built among the facul- 
ty, him and students. This year has 
seen demonstrations against 
Gonzalez’s pay raise in January and 
plenty of dissatisfaction from many 
faculty who felt that Gonzalez was not an integral voice as 
faculty underwent negotiation for a new contract. The 
majority of faculty also voted on a no-confidence measure 
against Gonzalez earlier this month. eis 

“This is just an outgrowth of everything that’s béen 
out there,” Gonzalez said. 

This was the third incident of racial writing toward the

president. reported this semester, Davis said. He said-thisss... 


is the first semester that he is aware of racial writings 
directed toward the university president. 

The first sights of the racial writings were reported in 
mid-March and then in mid-April. 

California Faculty Association Chapter President and 
Criminal Justice Professor Cecil Canton questions why 
the reports were made as public as they are when he said 
there were other incidents of racial writing reported that 
were not directed toward the president during the end of 
March using derogatory words towards blacks, Hispanics 
and others in the same building. 

Davis said the incident was reported, but not followed 
up on because there was no information or leads. 

Canton said racial writings must be condemned, and 
he sees the surfacing of the reports as nothing more than 
a “political diversion.” 

Canton is concerned because the incident i is not get- 
sive as ou attention.

professors 
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After two years of unpredictable and, at times, tense 
negotiations, the California Faculty Association has 
secured its members a 20.7 percent base salary 1 increase 
with the possibility of a 4 percent additional increase to 
adjust for raises — pending an OK from the university sys- 
tem. 

But is it too little too late? 

The answer was obviously yes for former Sacramento 
State faculty members like assistant women’s studies pro- 
fessor Michelle Matisons, assistant economics professor 
Yelena Takhtamanova, assistant professor of theater and 
dance Leon Wiebers and assistant professor of kinesiolo- 
gy and health science Paula McNeil-Shelby. 

All chose to leave before a tentative contract agree- 
ment was made. 

For current faculty members, the answer isn’t quite so 
clear. 

Assistant communication studies professor David 
Zuckerman said he originally thought about leaving after 
housing and gas prices skyrocketed, but his salary 
remained the same. 

“My rent increased, as did my electric bill, my gro- 
cery bills, my daughter’s daycare costs, and my cable 
bill,” Zuckerman said. “But my salary basically stayed 
the same. As a person in my late 30s, with a career.and:a 
Ph.D., married with a family, I never pictured that I 
would be so far from being able to buy even a mddest 
home.

Andrade originally proposed 
compensation by — scholarship, 
because treatment as hourly paid 
employees would require board 
members to be supervised and will 
not allow them to be flexible with 
their hours. 

But scholarship payments could 
affect financial aid that board mem- 
bers may receive. 

The board has not determined 
how much taxes will be taken out of 
its check next year or which compen- 
sation method would better suit it as 
an organization.

“T don’t think the Pedenpn is 
any more special and should be pro- 
tected more than any other individ- 
ual in this community,” he said. 

He said by the administration 
holding off these types of informa- 
tion, it creates an unsafe environ- 
ment for students who are targets of 
the racism. ; 

Faculty Senate President 
Michael Fitzgerald said he is con- 
cerned about giving attention to 
these actions because it can lead to 
repeated offenses and there is no 
doubt that the campus supports its 
diversity. 

He.said he doesn’t believe, how- 
ever,.that Gonzalez would use this 
to hig advantage. “If the president 
knew about this before the vote on

He also said Gonzalez is in the 
spotlight and, therefore, will be

“Though the “weight of this “pain is sO 
heavy, and the death of my sister is so unfair, 
I want you all to please celebrate her life,” 
said Sessen Tekle, her older sister. 

“Please remember her smile. Please 
remember her laughter. Please remember 


her kind, caring, nurturing, giving spirit. I 


want you to carry her in your hearts forever, 
because I know that’s: what she wants,” 
Sessen said. 

Tekle’s younger cousin said Tekle was 
more like a sister than a cousin. 

Remembering Tekle’s creativity, she 
shared how the two, along with Sessen and 
Tekle’s twin sister Shewit Tekle, would 
make up game shows and choreograph 
dances to entertain their fathers. 

One day, the two were “crazy” dancing 
on a mattress at home. A fall onto a nail 
hanging from the bed resulted in the devel- 
opment of a 2-inch scar on her leg. But she 
said Tekle kept “cracking jokes” so she 
wouldn’t be afraid of the injury. 


‘Tm so lucky and blessed to have a 
memory of Kebret engraved in my body and 
in my heart,” she said through tears. 

A woman named Gloria shared her 
experiences as Tekle’s friend. 

‘“Kebret, you remember the dance that I 
used to do for you? You asked me to do it for 
you that night, you remember? I didn’t want 
to do it, because I didn’t like to do it. But I 
did it anyway because I knew it would make 
you happy,” she said. “I can’t do that dance 
anymore. I can’t sing that song anymore.” 

Another woman, who said she was 
Sessen’s former roommate, said the Tekle 
sisters, who are all members of Alpha 
Kappa Alpha, come from a wonderful fam- 
ily who embraces its Ethiopian culture. 

She talked of the unbreakable bond she 
shared with Tekle and her sisters, who are all 
members of Alpha Kappa Alpha, that 
stretched beyond their membership in the 
sorority. 

“Tt was just so incredible, and it’s just 
indescribable because I was an only child, 


and I came into the sisterhood, and I came 
into a family, and they were so welcoming,” 
she said. “They were so beautiful.... They 
were just so full of life all the time, and it 
was just hard not to love them and not to 
want to be around them” 

Bitanga said the family’s bond was 
strong even during Tekle’s childhood. 

Four times a week, Tekle would attend 
Tae Kwon Do practice with Sessen, Shewit 
and their younger brother, and their mom 
would stay throughout their classes. 

At Manila Tae Kwon Do, parents and 
students knew Tekle and Shewit as Cookie 
and Candy — an inseparable duo. 

‘They were hooked at the hip,” Bitanga 
said. “They introduced themselves as ‘’m 
Cookie.’ ‘I’m Candy.” .... You can’t just say, 
‘Hi Cookie.’ You’d say “Hi Cookie, hi Candy.’ 
Because they were always together.” 

Bitanga said she was happy to hear that 
Tekle was an active college student. “As a 
parent, you want that for your kids,” she 
said, 


Friends talked of Tekle’s active role on 
campus at the service. Tekle served as secre- 
tary and ivy leaf reporter for the Eta Lambda 
chapter of Alpha Kappa Alpha. She also 
helped establish an on-campus organization, 
Crunk For Christ. 

The music of Beyoncé — Tekle’s favorite 
artist — played throughout the service. The 
room was decorated with pink and green 
balloons, the colors of Alpha Kappa Alpha, 
and her friends and sorority sisters wore 
shirts decorated with her beauty. 

‘She was a beautiful girl,” said Monique 
Ford of Alpha Kappa Alpha. “She was so 
carefree. We love you. We miss you.” 

A poem, presented by another Alpha 
Kappa Alpha sister, described Tekle as “a 
guardian angel who always knew what to 
say.” 

“She is irreplaceable,” the Alpha Kappa 


_ Alpha member said. “My guardian angel, I 


wish you could’ ve stayed, but I know you're 
in a better place.

Falls remains in custody at Sacramento County Jail 
and is ineligible for bail. His next court appearance will 
be at 8:30 a.m. on Monday. 


ARREST 

Police Officer Michelle Lazark said on Friday that 
the arrest of Falls was made without incident by a career 
criminal apprehension unit. 

“They have not slept. They have been on it like a 
bloodhound,” Lazark said. 

According to the Sacramento County Sheriff’s 
Department, Falls was booked into the county jail at 
12:57 a.m. on Friday. The Sacramento Bee, attributing 
the arrest record, reported that Falls was arrested at 7 
p.m. on Thursday near the corner of Florin Road and 
Franklin Boulevard. 

“He was a high risk,” Lazark said. Witness accounts 
and Falls’ criminal history helped lead to the arrest, she 
said. 





Lazark said police know that others are involved 
with the shooting and said the shooting is tied to gangs. 
Other arrests are forthcoming, the officer said. 


CRIMINAL PAST 


While police said Falls is connected to gang vio- 
lence, he hasn’t been convicted of a crime relating to a 
gangs as an adult in Sacramento County. Falls has, how- 
ever, been arrested on suspicion of drug and domestic 
violence crimes. 

Falls is enrolled in an 18-month drug diversion pro- 
gram for possession of cocaine in January. Completion 
of a diversion program can lead to dismissal of charges. 

He pleaded no contest in February. A second count 
of possessing “not more than 28.5 grams of marijuana” 
was dismissed. 

It had been more than a year since Falls went to 
court, when he was charged in 2005 for domestic assault 
and a threat to kill someone he was dating. 

In the most recent case, Falls was sentenced to three 
years of probation and 30 days in a Sheriff's Work 
Project after pleading no contest to a misdemeanor 
charge of battery. 

According to a police statement available in court 
records, Falls slapped the victim six times, punched her 
in the stomach and kicked her in the leg after an hour- 
long conversation went bad in March at the woman’s

home. 

Falls then, according to the officer’s report, pushed in 
the bathroom window before leaving in the woman’s vehi- 
cle. When he returned 30 minutes later in her vehicle, he. 
began ripping speaker wiring, removed the stereo face- 
plate and took the amplifier out of the trunk. 

A second charge of damaging property was dis- 
missed. 

Earlier in the year, according to court records, Falls 
became violent at the victim’s sister’s house. 

According to police records available in court docu- 
ments, Falls became jealous in January of 2005 when he 
came to see the victim and saw another man inside the 
home. With his hand wrapped in a sweater, Falls broke 
three windows of the victim’s Nissan Pathfinder and bent 


the two front doors toward the fender. The victim’s sister 


said Falls threatened her and said he had a gun. 

However, two misdemeanor counts of a threat to kill 
and damage to a car were dismissed in August. 

And in 2004, Falls pleaded no contest to a misde- 
meanor count of selling alcohol to a minor.

Assistant professor. of biological studies 
Chris Sullivan said he thought he had the 
perfect job, but was proven wrong soon after 
his first year of instruction began. 

‘When I was offered my CSUS position, 
I was excited to have found the perfect job,” 
Sullivan said. “Reality hit once I saw that my 
starting salary would not go very far given 
the current housing and gasoline prices. Like 
many professors, I live paycheck to pay- 
check, just getting by. (I realized) that finan- 
- cially, I might not be able to stay here long- 
term.” | 
Zuckerman said things got worse when 
~ he found out newer faculty members were 
making more money than he was. He said 
the difference was due to what university 
administrators call a “salary inversion.” 

‘The junior faculty calls it the experience 
penalty,” he said. “It happens because the 
university offers competitive starting salaries 
to new hires but doesn’t give raises to exist- 
ing professors.” 


Zuckerman said he, like a number of — 


other faculty members, applied for a salary 
increase, but was denied. 

| “The university set forth criteria for us to 
_ apply for pay increases based on how much 
' we’re worth in the open market,” he said. 
- “More than 100 of us applied. Seven months 
_ later, we found denial letters in our mailbox- 
es. I continue to earn less than four of the five 
new professors in my department.” 

When asked if he plans to leave Sac 
_ State, Zuckerman simply said, “I don’t 
know.” 

Assistant sociology professor Kevin 
Wehr said he, like Sullivan and Zuckerman, 
has seriously considered leaving. 

According to a survey conducted by

Wehr and assistant professor of educational 
administration and policy studies Carlos 
Nevarez, Wehr, Sullivan and Zuckerman are 
not alone in their feelings. 

Out of the 157 junior faculty members 
polled in April of 2006, 40 percent had seri- 
ously considered leaving Sac State. Of the 
original 157 polled, 28 percent were dissatis- 
fied with their teaching load, 24 percent were 
dissatisfied with the level of support they 
received for professional development and 
50 percent were very dissatisfied with their 
salary compensation. 

Zuckerman, Sullivan and Wehr said they 
have applied elsewhere. All three men said 
they are hesitant to leave because they value 
the intelligence and insight of their col- 
leagues and students. 

“T work with world-famous scholars, bril- 
liant and creative students and get to spend 
time on one of the most lovely campuses in 
the country,” Zuckerman said. “Apart from 
not having money for research, travel, living 
expenses and housing, Sac State is a wonder- 
ful place.” | 

‘After being here two years, I'can say the 
best thing about Sac State is the students,” 
Sullivan said. “I really admire our students 
that work 25 to 35 hours a week at a job and 
take a full load of classes. It is a challenge for 
them to succeed and it can be equally diffi- 
cult for us to teach them, but it is great to see 
them striving to get a degree.” 

‘My students are the reason that I am still 
here,’ Wehr said. 

Salary issues, administrative disrespect 
and tension aside, all three men said they 
came and have remained at Sac State 
because they enjoy teaching. 

‘I came to CSUS because I believe in 
public education,” Wehr said. “I am a prod- 
uct of the California public education sys- 


tem....This is one way I can give back to 
the state that helped me.” 

Vice President of Human Resources 
David Wagner said the university lost a total 
of 56 professors. since contract negotiations 
began in 2004. He said most resignations are 
not a direct result of long negotiations, salary 
discrepancies or negative campus atmos- 
phere. 

‘Most folks don’t get very specific in 
their resignation letters,’ Wagner said. “T 
have seen multiple reasons...most involve 
being offered a higher paying job elsewhere. 
Some have said that the cost of living in 
California is too high and others have cited 
personal family reasons.” 

Wagner said that even with 56 resigna- 
tions, the amount of current faculty members 
is extremely high. He said the university 
hired 101 new faculty members in 2003, 37 
in 2004, 28 in 2005 and 30 in 2006. 

According to the Office of Institutional 
Research, there was a total of 1,530 faculty 
members in 2004, 1,719 in 2005 and 1,722 
in 2006. 

According to Human Resnites there 
are a number of current faculty members 
who have given their notice of resignation 
but have agreed to stay at Sac State for the 
remainder of the spring semester. Among 
those is assistant history professor Barbara 
Keys, assistant professor of nursing Sheila 
Holcomb, assistant English professor 
Supriya Goswami, assistant professor of 
family and consumer sciences Bruce Bayley 
and assistant professor of apparel marketing 
and design Mary Botkin. .

ecently the state Senate unanimous- 
ly approved Senate Bill 190, a 
easure that would make CSU 
executives and an administrator’s pay and 
perks public knowledge, and we could not 
be more pleased. The bill is not a law just 
yet; the state Assembly needs to pass it and 
the Governator needs to sign it. However, 
the Senate’s unanimous passing shows that 
others around the state are as sick of the 
handouts for CSU executives and higher 
fees for students as we are. 

Senator Leland Yee, a Democrat repre- 
senting San Francisco and San Mateo, 
authored the bill in hopes of bringing more 
transparency to CSU executives and their 
pay. The best part of SB 190 is that it clos- 
es a loophole that currently allows CSU 
trustees to hand out higher salaries to 
administrators and other such bonuses 
without making it open to public debate. 
Last year, the San Francisco Chronicle 
reported that about $4 million in 10 years 
had been given away in perks and as com- 


pensation to CSU officials who were leav- 


ing and the public was never made aware 








I know. In light of rapper Cam’ron’s recent 
appearance on “60 Minutes,” I thought it 
would be appropriate to shed light on this issue. 

It’s an unspoken rule that people shouldn’t 
snitch, no matter the circumstances. Perfect 
example: If you and a friend are walking down a 
street, and you see a woman getting mugged and 
you can clearly see the attacker’s face, do you (A) 
run after the attacker and try to retrieve the 
woman’s purse?

Yee’s proposal comes in the wake of a 
California Faculty Association threatening 
to walk out on the job and Sacramento 
State’s faculty overwhelmingly saying that 
they have no confidence in President 
Alexander Gonzalez. SB 190 is exactly 
what the CSU needs. Yee hopes that it will 
restore public trust in the CSU system. 

The constant fee hikes and overcrowd- 
ed classrooms seem to burn a little more 
this time. This newest revelation of more 
of our money being flashed around by 
other people supposedly representing us is 


unethical and disrespectful. It is shameful 


to the foundation of public education. 

The Chronicle has made some sobering 
discoveries. Executives with little or no 
experience received lifetime tenure faculty 
jobs. The Chronicle also discovered that 
CSU executives remained on the payroll 
after leaving for other jobs or retiring. But 
so far, the award for most despicable CSU 
executive is shared by Peter Smith of CSU 
Monterey Bay and CSU Executive Vice 


Chancellor David Spence. Both took paid 





help uncover the big time offenders has proven to 
be effective for police officers.

There is no timetable for the 
completion of the audit but it will be con- 
ducted just like the audit currently being 
conducted on the UC system. 

We applaud the legislative action being 
taken to protect both the students of the 
CSU and the image of the system in gen- 
eral. Hopefully, the gravy train that we all 


supply the coal for has made its last stop.

1 been a bit hard to handle. We 

as a nation and a school have 
gone through more trials and tribu- 
lations that J can remember going 
through in my four years at 
Sacramento State.

Interestingly, the Sac 
State Alumni Association logo 
appeared at the bottom of. the 
Sacramento Bee ad, but. was 
removed in the State Hornet ad. The 
placement of that official logo could 
make the casual observer believe 
that the entire alumni association 
endorses Gonzalez.

To add to that egregious lapse in 
judgment, not one current student 
appeared on the list of names. The 
list of Gonzalez supporters includes 
plenty of business people (including 
Java City co-founder Tom Weborg), 
alumni who weren’t here under the 
Gonzalez administration and one 
“concerned parent,” to name a few.

The experience of living your 
dream career for two weeks is right at 
your fingertips if you are an artist, 
writer, musician, actor or dancer. For 
eight years, Fresno State has put on a 
summer arts program that started in 
1986 for all undergraduate and grad- 
uate California State University stu- 
dents. Students who attend this two- 
week session can earn three units in 
theater, dance, music, visual arts, cre- 
ative writing, new media and arts ed- 
ucation. 

The CSU Summer Arts program 
has two sessions, and enrollment fees 
start at $752 for California resident un- 
dergraduate students, not including 
housing. What students often don’t 
know is that 80 percent of CSU stu- 
dent participants receive scholarship 
assistance. The first session is from 
July 1 to July 14, and the deadline to 
apply is May 21. The second two- 
week session is July 15 to July 28, 
and the deadline to apply is June 4. 

Joanne Bartok, assistant director of 
summer arts, said the program brings 
in the best instructors in the world. 

“The artists that are in the top of 
their field and the most exciting will 
stay two days to the full two wee 
Bartok said. 

She said that most of the artists 
who attend will also hold public 
events that students will attend free in 
the Fresno community and on the 
Fresno State campus. Fourteen class- 
es will be offered, and about 400 stu- 
dents across the state and 100 artists 
will join. 

Bartok said the program is very 
unique. 

“What we do that is different from 
what anyone else does is that there 
are a lot of intensive arts programs, but 
we are the only ones that have all the 
different genres of the arts,”’ she said. 

Dance professor Loreli Bayne 
helped organize this event for dance 
majors. In fall of 2005, Bayne sent 
out a proposal and received a grant for 
a New York City dance program to 
come to California. Bayne will again 
teach a two-week intensive dance 
workshop at the summer arts pro- 
gram. The course is called the 
NicholasLeichterDance, Bayne said. 
Leichter founded a type of street hip- 
hop contemporary dance.

KSSU also has a promotions team that has on-air 
giveaways to support small businesses and artists. 

Kuo stepped into her music director position in 
2005 and has excelled. She said it took her a long time 
to come up through the ranks, learning from others be- 
fore her and then assuming their roles when they left, 
as she is now.

“Everyone will miss her greatly,” Maxwell said. 

Her kindness and motivation can always be used 
as a building block to success at the radio station for 
future DJs striving to achieve their goals.

ment in 1996, he was asked to offi- 
cially join the Government Depart- 
ment, though he continued to teach 
classes in journalism. Dorman consid- 
ers himself both a government and 
journalism professor. 

It's easy to see why Dorman has 
been able to devote so much of his life 
to the studies of foreign policy and 
mass media. At the drop of a hat, he 
will effortlessly and enthusiastically 
launch into elaborate discussions of 
such issues as the unreliability of the 
U.S. media and the dangers of mili- 
tarism. He clearly relishes the opportu- 
nity to inform:and share his opinions 
with others in the most friendly and 
engaging manner possible. 

Dorman has created several cours- 
es that have become a part of the Sac 
State curriculum, including his per- 
sonal favorite, War, Peace and Mass 
Media. This level of independence has 
especially endeared the school to Dor- 
man. 

“They've given me a kind of free- 
dom that most other universities nev- 
er would have. Except for the foreign 
policy class, every other course I teach 
and have taught for the last 30 years, 
I've invented,” Dorman said. 

He has received several awards, 
and is the only faculty member to have 
been twice named to deliver the John 
C. Livingston Annual Faculty Lecture, 
in 1995 and 2006. In 2002, he became 
the only Sac State professor to be 
awarded the Wang Family Excellence 
Award, the most prestigious honor giv- 
en by the California State University 
system. . 

Dorman has also made a name for 
himself outside of Sac State. He has ob- 
tained a national reputation as one of 
the few academics working in the field 
of mass media and its relationship to 
American defense and.foreign policy. 
He has written about foreign affairs 
and press performance in such publica- 
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tions as the “Columbia Journalism Re- 
view’ and the “World Policy Journal.” 

He co-authored the book “U.S. 
Press and Iran’ with Mansour Farhang. 
He was also a member of the 1990-91 
Social Science Research Council's pan- 


el on the Press and Foreign Policy, 


which produced one of the most high- 
ly regarded studies of the Gulf War.

He has been invited to lecture all 
over the world, at such universities as 
Stanford and Princeton, as well as 
abroad in Istanbul, Singapore and 
Rome. He has given presentations for 
the British Broadcasting Corp., Na- 
tional Public Radio and PBS. 

However, teaching students was 
always Dorman’s greatest source of 
satisfaction. After a brief, unfulfilling 
stint in public relations, he embraced an 
Opportunity to teach temporarily at Sac 
State in the fall of 1966. At the end of 
his very first lecture, Dorman knew 
that he had found his calling. 

‘T walked out of the door saying: 
‘This is what I want to do for the rest 
of my life,’ ”’ Dorman said: “I mean, 
talk about a religious experience.” 

Around Christmas 1966, he..was 
offered a permanent position as-a mem- 
ber of the faculty, where he remained 
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for 40 years. Dorman said he intends to, 
continue writing and lecturing 
Students like senior Ryan Sharpe,.
